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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/1/2005 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's request to have the objection to the title removed, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees. With regards to the objection, the title should clearly identify the claimed 
invention in a manner which distinguishes the device. An example of a distinguishing element 
was included in the final rejection to assist the appUcant. 

Regarding applicant's assertions that the rejection of claim 21 does not meet all of the 
claimed subject matter, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The cited rejection specifies that the 
mukiple mixed layers include within a light emitting layer. Further, the light emitting layer 
would ideally be the layer of optimum hole and electron transport, which would be on either side 
of mixed layers including hole transporting and electron transporting material. 

Regarding applicant's assertion that the rejection of claims 5, 7, 9, and 1 1 do not meet all 
of the claimed subject matter, the examiner respectfully disagrees. For the same reasons as cited 
in the response to claim 21 above, the examiner feels that the elements of the claims have been 
disclosed in the prior art.
